Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Beyresenta- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  A7nerica  in  Conyress  assenihled, 

3  That  section  353  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938, 

4  as  amended,  is  amended,  effective  beginning  with  the  1955 

5  crop  of  rice,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new 

6  subsection : 

7  ‘^(e)  Any  part  of  .  the  farm  rice  acreage  allotment  on 

8  which  rice  will  not  lie  planted  and  which  is  voluntarily  sur- 

9  rendered  to  the  county  committee  shall  be  deducted  from 

10  the  allotment  to  such  farm  and  may  he  reapportioned  liy 

11  the  county  committee  to  other  farms  in  the  same  county 
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receiving  allotments  in  amounts  determined  by  the  county 
committee  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  on  the  basis  of  the  past 
production  of  rice  by  the  producers  on  the  farm  or  the  past 
production  of  rice  on  the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be;  acreage 
allotments  previously  established  for  the  farm  or  for  the 
producers  on  the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be;  abnormal  con¬ 
ditions  affecting  acreage;  land,  labor,  water,  and  equipment 
available  for  the  production  of  rice;  crop-rotation  practices; 
and  tlie  soil  and  other  physical  factors  affecting  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  rice.  Any  allotment  surrendered  under  this  provision 
shall  be  regarded  for  the  purposes  of  subsection  (b)  of 
this  section  as  having  been  planted  on  the  farm  from  which 
surrendered,  except  that  this  shall  not  operate  to  make  the 
farm  from  which  the  allotment  was  surrendered  eligible  for 
an  allotment  as  having  rice  planted  thereon,  or  to  make  any 
producer  thereon  eligible  for  an  allotment  as  having  produced 
rice,  during  the  five-year  base  period.”

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  2839] 

The  Committee  on  Agidculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  2839)  to  amend  the  rice  marketing  provisions  of  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend 
that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  apply  to  the  rice-acreage  allotment 
and  marketing-quota  program  an  equitable  principle  of  acreage  redis¬ 
tribution  which  has  already  been  applied  with  substantial  success  to 
the  cotton,  peanut,  and  wheat  programs.  _ 

The  bni  simply  authorizes  a  farmer  with  a  rice  acreage  allotment 
larger  than  he  intends  to  use  to  return  voluntarily  to  the  county  corn- 
mittee  that  portion  of  his  allotment  which  he  will  not  use,  so  that  it 
can  be  reapportioned  to  other  farmers  in  the  same  county.  The 
released  and  reapportioned  acreage  will  be  counted  for  purposes  of 
“history”  on  the  farm  to  which  it  was  first  allotted  except  that  it 
cannot  be  used  to  qualify  the  farm  for  an  allotment  if  it  would  other¬ 
wise  be  ineligible  because  of  not  having  grown  any  rice  for  5  consecutive 

A  formal  report  on  the  bill  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  had 
not  been  received  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  report,  biE  the 
measure  was  drafted  with  the  assistance  of  Departinent  omcials 
familiar  with  the  rice  program,  and  the  committee  has  been  advised 
informally  that  the  Department’s  report  will  be  favorable.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  section  353  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938, 

4  as  amended,  is  amended,  effective  beginning  with  the  1955 

5  crop  of  rice,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new 

6  subsection ; 

7  “(e)  Any  part  of  the  farm  rice  acreage  allotment  on 

8  which  rice  will  not  he  planted  and  which  is  voluntarily  sur- 

9  rendered  to  the  county  committee  shall  he  deducted  from 

10  the  allotment  to  such  farm  and  may  be  reapportioned  by

1  receiving  allotments  in  amounts  determined  by  the  county 

2  committee  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  on  the  basis  of  the  past

5  allotments  previously  estabhshed  for  the  farm  or  for  the 

6  producers  on  the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be;  abnormal  con-

8  available  for  the  production  of  rice;  crop-rotation  practices;

fron^Massachusetts  has  referred  to  sus- 
pensioiis  and  to  closed  rules.  Those  of  us 
who  ha^  been  here  through  the  years 
know  that  sometimes  we  have  closed 
rules  and^any  times  we  have  suspen¬ 
sions.  Withl^t  going  into  reasons  why, 
certainly  not  stt  this  time,  the  gentleman 
from  Massachusetts  knows  as  well  as  I  do 
why  many  bills  £^je  brought  here  under 
suspension  of  the  ^iles.  Here  is  a  situa¬ 
tion  where  a  bill  haVbeen  reported,  as  I 
understand  it,  from  ube  committee  that 
has  had  the  matter  ui?H(er  consideration 
for  months  and  monthsNjy  a  vote  of  16 
to  7.  I  think  it  is  liberal  t^tment  of  the 
employees.  I  think  it  shOj^d  also  be 
understood  that  before  suspension  of  the 
rules  can  be  had,  a  request  n^st  come 
from  the  chairman  of  the  commikee  who 
in  this  instance  is  the  gentlemaib  from 
Tennessee  [Mr.  Murray]  to  the  Spmker 
of  the  House  before  suspension  can\be 
had.  > 

Now,  I  assume  that  is  what  has  bee 
done  on  this  occasion.  I  think  it  is  fair 
also  for  me  to  say  at  this  juncture  that 
this  bill,  if  it  is  passed  as  it  is  written 
here,  can  go  on  and  become  law,  and 
that  certainly  is  something  that  we  ought 
to  be  interested  in,  all  of  us.  So,  as  far 
as  the  procedure  is  concerned,  there  is 
nothing  irregular  about  it.  Bills  of  this 
sort  have  come  up  under  suspension  of 
the  rules  before  and  will  come  up  under 
suspension  of  the  rules  hereafter,  as  do 
many  other  bills,  from  the  Committee 
on  Veterans’  Administration,  for  in¬ 
stance,  and  even  another  bill  is  to  be 
called  under  suspension  of  the  rules  on 
Monday  next. 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  May  I  say  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  if  you  had  a  lot  of  fourth  class 
post  offices  in  your  district  and  they  were 
to  be  closed,  say,  by  intimidation,  it  is 
rather  difficult  for  you  to  keep  an  open 
mind. 

Mr.  MOSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  I  yield. 

Mr.  MOSS.  I  would  like  to  call  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Members  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  during  this  session  of  Congress 
acted  on  two  salary  bills  permitting 
ample  time  for  the  Members  of  this  body 
to  debate  them.  One  of  them  was  ou 
own  bill.  The  other  was  a  salary 
for  the  military.  Now  we  have  anomer 
salary  proposal  dealing  with  aiyther 
group  of  Federal  employees.  I  ca^ee  no 
valid  reason  why  their  case  must/ne  con¬ 
sidered  under  gag  procedunfe  unless 
there  is  a  fear  that,  if  permi^d  to  work 
its  will,  the  House  would  gcyoeyond  what 
the  Postmaster  General  laid  down  as 
an  absolutely  rigidly  inn^sed  ceiling.  I- 
am  not  willing  to  abdi^te  my  privileges 
and  my  responsibilitii^  as  a  Member  of 
this  House  to  any  in^ber  of  the  Cabinet. 
That  is  a  decisiorywhich  I  should  decide 
on  the  merits  and  I  should  decide  it 
after  being  thg^ughly  familiar  with  all 
of  the  facts. 

Now,  as  the  question  raised  by  the 
gentlema^from  Texas  [Mr.  Dies],  this 
bill  nee^ to  be  perfected  before  it  goes 
to  conlfrence.  The  other  body  has  re¬ 
port^ a  bill  and  will  probably  pass  a  bill 
whiim  contains  not  a  single  provision  re- 
la^^g  to  classification.  If  we  are  going 
have  proper  classification,  then  we 


have  the  responsibility  here  in  this 
House  to  send  to  conference  a  bill  which 
is  a  proper  classification  act.  The  mat¬ 
ter  of  salary  can  be  compromised  in  con¬ 
ference,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be,  and  I 
think  it  is  possible,  if  we  take  this  matter 
under  debate  and  consider  just  a  few 
rather  important  amendments,  that  we 
can  perfect  it  to  the  point  where,  in  con¬ 
ference,  a  reasonable  compromise  can  be 
arrived  at  which  all  of  us  can  subscribe 
to. 

Mr.  RHODES  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Speaker,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  I  yield  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Pennsylvania. 

Ml*.  RHODES  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  can  understand  why  every 
Member  of  this  House  or  most  every 
Member  will  at  times  be  in  favor  of  a 
closed  rule,  but  I  can  see  no  justification 
at  this  time  for  suspension  of  the  rules 
on  an  important  bill  like  this.  A  lot  has 
been  said  about  the  salary  increase,  but 
there  is  a  whole  lot  more  involved  in  this 
gislation  than  the  proposal  to  increase 
s^^aries.  I  refer  to  what  has  been  called 
re^ssification.  Many  of  us  are  ve: 
muc\  concerned  about  this  reclassific 
tion  future.  A  lot  has  been  said  about 
the  cryn^  need  for  reclassificationf  but 
I  wonder  jiow  many  Members  kno^ what 
this  reclas^flcation  bill  does,  n  seems 
to  me  that \here  should  be  ^  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discos  it  fully  and^t  into  the 
record  the  pro^nd  cons  (yr  this  impor¬ 
tant  question  ors^eclassification.  For 
that  reason,  I  think  it  i^mportant  that 
enough  Members  bevpBesent  on  Monday 
to  defeat  the  effort  toteuspend  the  rules. 

The  Post  Office  Dep^tment  has  been 
very  effective  in  it^ropa^nda  campaign 
for  reclassificati^.  In  fa^,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  a  mbpaganda  agency  which 
surpasses  an^hing  I  have  e^r  seen  in 
any  government  department.\l  recall 
some  of  the  harsh  criticism  t^t  was 
leveled  a^  heads  of  some  of  the  a^ncies 
duringy<he  Truman  administration^who 
were^harged  with  trying  to  infiu^ce 
legylation.  Such  charges  were  ev 
m>rae  when  the  Social  Security  Admin 
ration  sent  out  pamphlets  explaining 
he  provisions  of  the  social-security  law. 
Now  the  critics  are  strangely  silent  as 
hundreds  of  press  releases  pour  out  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  to  sell  a  question¬ 
able  reclassification  bill  and  to  increase 
first-class  postage  rates. 

Unless  one  is  familiar  with  both  sides 
of  this  important  reclassification  issue, 
the  propaganda  from  the  Department 
could  be  most  convincing. 

A  sound  reclassification  bill  should 
start  out  by  setting  a  maximum  pay  and 
a  minimum  to  make  possible  the  kind  of 
livelihood  to  which  every  American  citi¬ 
zen  is  justly  entitled.  Once  the  proper 
minimums  and  maximums  are  agreed 
upon  we  are  in  a  position  to  arrive  at  the 
proper  evaluation  of  jobs.  That  has  not 
been  done  in  this  bill. 

This  bill,  if  passed,  will  result  in  great¬ 
er  confusion,  more  discontent  and  falling 
morale  in  the  postal  service.  The  power 
it  places  in  the  hands  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  if  used  for  ulterior  purposes 
could  result  in  serious  consequences  to 
postal  employees  and  the  postal  service. 
Perhaps  the  present  head  of  the  Depart¬ 


ment  has  no  such  plan,  but  the  power  , 
there  if  this  bill  is  enacted.  It  car^e 
used  at  any  time  any  Postmaster  Gen/ral 
wishes  to  use  it.  / 

There  are  some  who  may  quesj»n  the 
right  of  postal  employees  to  hfflong  to 
labor  organizations.  Others  Ja&y  ques¬ 
tion  the  right  of  Federal-e|pployee  or¬ 
ganizations  to  press  Metn^rs  of  Con¬ 
gress  for  support  of  legi^tion  in  which 
they  are  interested.  X 

Leaders  of  employeeXrganizations  fear 
that  such  an  attitu^  is  held  by  some 
administration  leaders. 

They  are  justlwconcerned  about  some 
of  the  provisions  in  this  bill.  Some 
postal  employs  from  my  district  have 
bluntly  told Jlxie  that  they  would  rather 
have  no  pay  increase  than  one  that 
carries  w^  it  some  of  the  reclassifica¬ 
tion  pronsions. 

It  mX;ters  little  what  kind  of  a  pay  bill 
is  p^ed  if  postal  employees  will  be  put 
int^  a  position  where  they  can  be 
demoted  or  promoted  at  wifi.  They  lose 
^11  if  in  order  to  be  secure  in  their  jobs 
they  are  forced  to  conform  to  the  think¬ 
ing  and  philosophy  of  those  who  control 
the  Post  Office  Department. 

Some  of  us  on  the  committee  had 
grave  misgivings  about  this  biU,  but  we 
were  willing  to  compromise  in  an  effort  to 
have  some  kind  of  legislation  enacted 
which  would  give  the  Department  more 
freedom  in  dealing  with  personnel  prob¬ 
lems  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  an 
adequate  pay  increase  for  postal  workers. 
Amendments  have  been  made  in  commit¬ 
tee  which  resulted  in  substantial  im¬ 
provement  in  the  legislation  as  first  pro¬ 
posed.  But  there  needs  to  be  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  further  changes  which 
many  of  us  believe  are  very  important. 

In  the  present  bill  some  top  bracket 
employees  will  receive  increases  of  $4,000 
to  $5,000  a  year.  In  the  lower  brackets, 
where  the  need  is  greatest,  increases  will 
amount  to  only  $210  a  year. 

Such  a  proposal  reflects  the  same  kind 
of  economic  thinking  and  philosophy  as 
the  trickle-down  theory  on  taxes  and 
other  important  legislation. 

In  my  opinion,  a  vote  to  suspend  the 
rWes  is  a  vote  for  a  proposal  which  can 
lead  only  to  greater  confusion  and  dis¬ 
satisfaction  in  the  postal  service.  Every 
Member  who  wants  to  be  fair  with  the 
efficien\and  faithful  employees  in  the 
postal  SMWice  and  who  is  concerned  about 
employee  ^morale  should  vote  against 
suspension Vhen  the  opportunity  comes 
next  Monda^^ 

Mr.  O’HAR^f  Illinois.  Mr.  Speaker, 
will  the  gentle^n  yield? 

Mr.  LESINSKI.  V  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Illinois. 

Mr.  O’HARA  of  IlliHpis.  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  am  a  man  with  a  simp^  mind.  I  know 
little  and  understand  lesk  of  t-he  legisla¬ 
tive  ambushes  that  smart ^en  devise  for 
thwarting  the  will  of  the  m^ority.  I  do 
know  that  the  postal  worK^s  of  the 
United  States  are  underpaid,  ^o  know 
that  the  wives  and  the  children>^ these 
underpaid  postal  workers  are  payw^g  the 
price  of  administrative  frills  and  adlmn- 
istrative  stubbornness.  I  do  know  fl^at 
in  the  83d  Congress  we  in  this  Hoi 
were  given  an  ultimatum  that  we  woulc 
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Vve  to  take  the  barbarously  unfair  bil 
ofVhe  administration  or  get  no  bill  a1 
all^  help  these  humble  postal  workers 

I  I^w  that  we  stood  firm,  and  finallj 
the  m^rity  of  the  membership  of  this 
House  the  day  and  we  passed  a  bil 
giving  th^ostal  workers  a  long  overdue 
pay  increasK^  The  will  of  the  Postmastei 
General  wa^f  stronger  infiuence  with 
the  President  of  the  United  States  thar 
the  voice  of  theVongress  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Unite^States  vetoed  the  bill 
In  November  the  i^ple  took  matters  in 
their  own  hands  anc^-eturned  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Congress.  \ 

I  am  not  saying  that  t^e  mistreatment 
of  the  little  people  who  d^he  underpaid 
jobs  in  the  Post  Office  Department  was 
the  sole  reason  why  the  pe^le  sent  to 
Washington  a  Democratic  empress.  I 
do  say  it  was  a  factor  in  the  ele^on  be¬ 
cause  the  majority  of  the  Americ^ peo¬ 
ple,  I  am  happy  to  say,  are  little  paople. 
By  little  people  I  mean  men  and  wo^n| 
who  do  well  and  faithfully  their 
smilingly  trodding  the  routine  of  dailw 
toil  and  wishing  in  return  only  the  op¬ 
portunity  properly  to  take  care  of  their 
families.  The  great  majority  of  the 
Members  of  the  House  in  their  hearts 
sympathize  with  and  want  to  do  the  right 
and  decent  thing  for  the  httle  men  and 
women  of  America. 

As  I  understand  it,  on  Monday  next 
there  will  be  a  resort  to  legislative  am¬ 
bushing  to  prevent  the  doing  of  the  de¬ 
cent  thing  by  the  postal  workers.  The 
challenge  to  every  Member  of  this  House 
who  wants  to  do  the  decent  thing  by  the 
postal  workers  is  to  be  on  this  fioor  on 
Monday  and  remain  here,  untimidated 
by  partisan  pressures  or  by  the  dicta¬ 
torial  commands  from  any  source,  until 
the  battle  has  been  won.

Speaker,  the  author  of  the  bill,  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Arkansas  [Mr.  Gathings], 
is  present  and  I  should  like  to  yield  to 
him  to  make  a  brief  explanation. 

■  Mr.  GATHINGS.  Mr.  Speaker,  this 
Dill  seeks  to  do  the  same  thing  for  the 


rice  producer  as  is  now  done  under  the 
statutes  for  wheat,  for  peanuts,  and  for 
cotton.  It  would  permit  the  rice  farmer 
to  release  to  the  county  committee  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  his  allotment  that  he 
did  not  want  to  plant  and  have  it  reallo¬ 
cated  in  that  same  county.  By  releasing, 
or  voluntarily  surrendering,  this  acreage 
such  rice  farmer  does  not  lose  his  acre¬ 
age  history.  This  legislation  would  pro¬ 
vide  some  additional  acreage  to  pro¬ 
ducers  who  have  suffered  hardship  as  a 
result  of  the  large  national  reduction 
of  24.7  percent  in  the  1955  allotments. 
It  keeps  the  acreage  in  the  county  where 
the  history  was  earned  in  those  instances 
in  which  a  farmer  did  not  wish  to  plant 
the  particular  land  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  the  allotment  to  be  re¬ 
allocated  to  other  growers. 

Mr.  HOPE.  Ml-.  Speaker,  I  withdraw 
my  reservation  of  objection. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  section  353  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as 
amended,  is  amended,  effective  beginning 
with  the  1955  crop  of  rice,  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

“(e)  Any  part  of  the  farm  rice  acreage 
allotment  on  which  rice  will  not  be  planted 
and  which  is  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the 
county  committee  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  allotment  to  such  farm  and  may  be  re¬ 
apportioned  by  the  county  committee  to 
other  farms  in  the  same  coimty  receiving 
allotments  in  amounts  determined  by  the 
county  committee  to  be  fair  and  reasonable 
on  the  basis  of  the  past  production  of  rice 
by  the  producers  on  the  farm  or  the  past 
production  of  rice  on  the  farm,  as  the  case 
may  be;  acreage  allotments  previously  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  farm  or  for  the  producers  on 
the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be;  abnormal  con¬ 
ditions  affecting  acreage;  land,  labor,  water, 
and  equipment  available  for  the  production 
of  rice;  crop-rotation  practices;  and  the  soil 
and  other  physical  factors  affecting  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  rice.

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REAPPORTIONMENT  OF  VOLUNTARILY  SURRENDERED 
RICE-ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  2839] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  2839)  to  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  con¬ 
sidered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass  without  amendment. 

H.  R.  2839  would  authorize  the  reapportionment  of  rice-acreage 
allotments  voluntarily  surrendered  by  producers  who  did  not  wish  to 
use  them.  This  system  has  been  used  successfully  in  the  cotton, 
peanut,  and  wheat  programs,  and  is  recommended  for  rice  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Attached  are  the  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  and 
the  report  on  S.  883,  companion  bill  to  H.  R.  2839,  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture. 

[H.  Rept.  No.  222,  84th  Cong.,  1st  sess.] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  2839)  to 
amend  the  rice  marketing  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938, 
as  amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amend¬ 
ment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  apply  to  the  rice-acreage  allotment  and  marketing- 
quota  program  an  equitable  principle  of  acreage  redistribution  which  has  already 
been  applied  with  substantial  success  to  the  cotton,  peanut,  and  wheat  programs. 

The  bill  simply  authorizes  a  farmer  with  a  rice  acreage  allotment  larger  than 
he  intends  to  use  to  return  voluntarily  to  the  county  committee  that  portion  of 
his  allotment  which  he  will  not  use,  so  that  it  can  be  reapportioned  to  other  farmers 
in  the  same  county.  The  released  and  reapportioned  acreage  will  be  counted  for 
purposes  of  “history”  on  the  farm  to  which  it  was  first  allotted  except  that  it 
cannot  be  used  to  qualify  the  farm  for  an  allotment  if  it  would  otherwise  be  in¬ 
eligible  because  of  not  having  grown  any  rice  for  5  consecutive  years. 

A  formal  report  on  the  bill  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  had  not  been 
received  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  report,  but  the  measure  was  drafted  with 
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the  assistance  of  Department  officials  familiar  with  the  rice  program,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  been  advised  informally  that  the  Department’s  report  will  be  favorable.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  recjuest  of  February  2,  1955, 
for  a  report  on  S.  883,  amending  the  marketing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

The  bill  amends  section  353  of  the  act  to  provide,  beginning  with  the  1955  crop 
of  rice,  for  the  voluntary  surrender  and  reapportionment  within  the  county  of  any 
part  of  the  farm  rice-acreage  allotment  on  which  rice  will  not  be  planted.  Any 
allotment  so  surrendered  is  to  be  regarded  as  having  been  planted  on  the  farm 
from  which  surrendered,  except  that  no  farm  surrendering  rice  acreage  is  to  main¬ 
tain  the  status  as  an  “old”  rice-producing  farm  if  no  rice  is  planted  on  the  farm 
during  a  successive  5-year  period. 

We  favor  enactment  of  this  bill. 

The  provisions  of  S.  883  are  similar  to  those  now  in  effect  for  cotton,  peanuts, 
and  wheat,  except  that  there  is  no  provision  for  surrender  to  the  State  committee 
of  released  acreage  not  needed  in  the  county  or  permanent  release  of  unused  acre¬ 
age  allotments.  Under  the  provisions  of  S.  883,  any  part  of  the  acreage  allotment 
on  which  rice  will  not  be  planted  may  be  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  county 
committee  and  reapportioned  to  other  “old”  rice  farms  in  the  same  county  on  the 
basis  of  applicable  factors  set  forth  in  the  bill. 

In  view  of  the  short  time  available  for  county  committees  to  perform  the 
necessary  work  incident  to  the  establishment  of  farm  and  producer  rice  acreage 
allotments  for  1955,  there  are  undoubtedly  farms  or  producers  in  many  counties 
that  received  inequitable  allotments.  Since  but  few  counties  will  have  sufficient 
reserve  acreage  to  correct  such  inequities,  enactment  of  the  provisions  of  S.  883 
would  be  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  good  administration  of  the  program. 
Additional  administrative  expenses  would  not  be  incurred  in  carrying  out  these 
provisions. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  program  of 
the  President,  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report.

There  is  only  rae  tin  smelter  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Hemisphere— Hhat  in  Texas.  There  is 
only  one  principal  source  of  tin  ore  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere^m^olivia. 

These  two  facts  are>of  great  significance, 
taken  in  conjunction  wrto  each  other. 

For  the  sake  of  our  naVonal  security;  as 
an  aid  to  maintaining  theNfree  economy  of 
the  nation  of  Bolivia;  and  t^essen  the  risk 
of  oiu:  being  subjected  to  priHe  gouging  by 
those  controlling  foreign  tin  SMplies,  con¬ 
tinued  operation  of  the  North  Ai^erlcan  tin 
smelter  using  South  American  tin^re  is  es¬ 
sential.

The  Legislative  Clerk.  On  page  1, 
line  10,  it  is  proposed  to  strike  out  the 
first  period  and  insert  a  comma,  and  the 
following;  “but  no  such  loans  shall  be 
made  in  any  event  after  July  14,  1959.” 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading,  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  section  2  (c)  of 
tbe  act  of  April  6,  1949,  as  amended,  is  fur¬ 
ther  amended  by  striking  the  word  “two" 
from  the  first  sentence  of  said  subsection 
and  inserting  the  word  “four”  and  by  adding 
after  the  first  sentence  of  the  said  subsection 
the  following  new  sentence:  "After  the  ex-' 
piration  of  the  period  specified  herein,  sucll 
loans  may  be  made  only  for  supplementiCry 
advances  to  producers  indebted  for  /ans 
made  under  this  subsection,  but  nq.-'such 
loans  shall  be  made  in  any  event  af/r  July

(1)  that  in  any  area  any  agricultural  crop 
whiciyis  important  to  the  economy  of  such 
area/as  been  destroyed  or  severely  damaged 

irought,  flood,  hail,  frost,  freeze,  wind, 
infestation,  plant  disease,  or  other 
fatural  cause;  and 

(2)  that,  except  for  acreage  limitations 
or  other  production  controls,  other  crops 
could  be  planted  to  replace  or  supplement 
the  crop  destroyed,  or  damaged,  the  Secre¬

To  amend  the  rice  marketing  qnota  provisions  of  the  Agi  icnltnral  Adjustment  Art 

of  lt)38,  as  amended. 

He  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Uepresentatioes  of  the 
Vnited  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  -'m-i  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  is  amended, 
effective  beginning  witli  the  1955  crop  of  rice,  by  adding  at  tlie  end  ' 
thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

“(e)  Any  part  of  the  farm  rice  acreage  allotment  on  which  rice  will  Reapportionment 
not  be  planted  and  which  is  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  county  surrendered 
committee  shall  be  deducted  from  the  allotment  to  such  farm  and  may  allo^^ment, 
be  reapportioned  by  the  county  committee  to  other  farms  in  the  ssune 
county  receiving  allotments  in  amounts  determined  by  the  county 
committee  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  on  the  basis  of  the  past  production 
of  rice  hy  the  producers  on  the  fai  in  or  tlie  past  i)roduction  of  rice  on 
the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be ;  acreage  allotments  previously  established 
for  the  fai-m  or  for  the  producers  ou  the  farm,  as  the  case  may  be: 
abnormal  conditions  affecting  acreage:  land,  labor,  water,  and  e(iuip- 
nient  available  for  the  ])roduction  of  rice;  crop-rotation  ])ractices; 
and  the  soil  and  other  physical  factors  affecting  the  ])roduction  of  rice. 

.Vny  allotment  surrendered  nnder  this  provision  shall  he  regarded  for 
the  purposes  of  subsection  (b)  of  this  section  as  having  been  ])lanted  on 
the  farm  from  which  surrendered,  except  that  this  shall  not  operate  to 
make  the  farm  from  which  the  allotment  was  surrendered  eligible  for 
an  allotment  as  having  rice  planted  thereon,  or  to  make  any  ])roducer 
ihereon  eligible  for  an  allotment  as  having  produced  rice,  during  the 
five-year  base  period.”
